South America as raw biabber among the K ams 
ebsikians or reindeer in Lapland. Toe omission 
lo not because we bed not frequently enongh 
emcountered bamboo both in growth, and in the 
thousand and forty factured ¢itions in 
which our Americ:n half cousins on the oher 
end of the continent apply it to al! their re- 
qairements ; but because of the con tious! coming 
in of a thousand other things, seeming at the 
time of infinitely more importance than the in- 
significant bamboo. 

Ia the magnificent Andean valley of Chier, 
curving crescent shaped around the bare of 
cloud-eapped and enow-crested old Il!imen', we 
encountered and made the acqusintarce of bam 
boo in euch quantity, and individually and co! 
lectively euch bambow as we hed only beard of 





viou ly. 

If im perusing thie sketch the reader shall 
fied him or berself euddenly blockaded by what 
msy seem an incredible bamboo, I can only say 
“1 should like you to take the big cane pre 
cisely as it stands.” Thas I find it written down 
—tbue we found bamboo in the valley of Caiar', 
and fer this once I am disposed to abate and 
modify nothing of what was written of it while 
under observation. If, however, there should 
happen bere and there to be ap incredulous rea<er, 
I beg leave to remind bim that ic South Ame- 
ries, atoog « thousand Socth Americans, ¢ vi 
lined and savage, to whom we told the story of 
oor having to Loe Bitada Unidos great forest 
trees into which we cut notetes or bored Lo es 
and drew out the sep, from which we made ve y 
weet wuger, not three in « thoasand belived « 
word of « all When we told them how 
North America commonly «noagh we coursed 
slong the surface and crossed rivers a mile in 
Widsh with horses and heavy velicies. ae 
raciog and running over ce bridges, in a 
credulity toey frequently encbbed us blonwy 
With — seo meanders bie #@ ale) So to them 
it was. They could not comprehend « truch so 
uter'y improbabie 

Bidding our Percvian frieade adus, and fo’- 
lowing the Chiari southesetwardiy along ihe 
mountein side of the euper> valley, in the third 
boer of our ride we began to ewter ups the 
bamboo cocptry. We hed seen « great dea! of 
the material growing al) about, and even in the 
town; but is was oor the ordinary bamboo, 
such 04 we bad eren in « thousand ober loca! 
ties, and were familiar enough wit —nothing ro 
wecommoes as to excite caricsity. Bot bere we 
came to junc'ies, and wide and lorg sirete>es of 
bamboo forests sed gresi bamboo trece ‘ 
Great trees, considering they were simply cance 
—realiv bamboo woncers and mous'ers 

Sogular enough, woo, the charecieristics of 
some of these Socth Ameiican bamboo forests 
are.

beyond the hour at wuich we ought to bave 
dined, the narrow rift of bine eky above oar 
heads was euddenly shat in by clouds, mabing 
the passage along which we were ricing a* dare 
as Egyptian midnight, and within « quarter of an 
bour thereafter there came down upon us such 
« flood of falling water a+ I believe never oc 
curs anywhere in this world, so dashingly deter- 
mined to drown, as it does sometimes in these 
deep vailets of the upper Andes. 

Yor more than four bourse the water literally 
poured down upon us in continaous sheets, as if 
a whole Pacific had been mepended above that 
bamboo forest, the bottom suddenly knocked 
out, and the ocean was emptying itecif through 
that narrow chink down upon oer devoted beads 
No protective shelter bevyoud our panchoes, no 
poesibility of securing one in such « forest, where 
every boll stood a+ straight as « candle, sod 
shed off rain only so much as a Cagetafl would 
de. 

So we went wandering on io darkness, drenched 
to the skin, shivering, shouting till our voices 
were eniy hoarse whiepers, then shooting till 
our powder was as wet as mock. No danger of 
going en inch farther astray than we were, a+ 
nothing larger than a monkey could have wedced 
in a yard between the bamboo stems on either 
bend 

For four bourse the delage drenched vs, and 
then there beirg nothing better to be done, we 
begged close together, shingled ourselves the 
bes: we could with our pawchos, and sheok sleep 
eoaly till daylight, hoding the while by the 
reins our horses, euflering hie ocrselvee and lese 
phucsophicsl, which togged strongly at times 
for freedom, that they might go ic search of 
supper an? more comfortable quarters 

It was really a rich joke, after al, that we had 
quietly permitted Providence to play upon us 
We had nut been three minus ic the saddle 
before we rode eat into the open pace in whicd 
we bad passed the previous nigit, and there 
were our teu pitched, camp free bias wg, pack 
borees and mules picketed ow! and grezing, and 
half our party busy preparing breskfast. They 
constituted four divieiome that bad gowe out by 
as macy diferent routes, and after wandering 
around like ourselves, had drifted back to the 
starting powt. on! more locky than ourselves 
they had come in and set up the tents before the 
storm came on, and so had made s comfortable 
nigbt of it, while we, balf drowzed, bungry and 
sbivering with cold, bad begged each other 
through the ebilly night that seemed everlasting, 
within three bundred yarde of a dry camp and 
al) its comforts 
st we were not alone in misfortene. Ir 
shout three quarters of an hour Dr Bond, Dona 
Zens and Senora Ids Ls Harpe came in, drag 
gied doencast and ten times more cilcpidsted 
than the fret three returned wanderers. Next

THE SHOWER OF METEORS. 





Magnificent Display in England and Scotland. 


The foreign mails received by the Scotia bring 
ful! accounts of the shower of meteors observed 
in Eogiand and Scotland on the morning of the 
14th inet. Tee dieplay was magnificent, cape 
etally in London, where the sky wae covered 
with flaebing meteors in euch pum>ers as almost 
to defy computation. In other parte of Eogland 
the comber wee smaller, and at Liverpool a 
form prevented oteertauons , but wherever the 
shower wa vieible the 
color were procuced, and some singular phe- 

ci the meteors,

“ Toe tery Power turewoid by the science of 
Americs and Europe for the night of the 1 ch 
l4th of Nowember in this year, was fail 
splendor yesterday morning between ‘+ Sours 
of twelre sadteo. From about eleven o clock 
ocearions! meteors might be seen «it og along 
the eky from east to weet, bot there were only 
the evant coursers of tae grest legion that fol

“The pumbers increased after twelve o'clock 
with great rapidity.

& fairly open position, 2''7 meteors were counted 
between 12 and 12°, and of these the greater 
nomber fell after 122). The next bandred was 
counted Curing the six minutes that mcceeded 
the half-hour. Soon after thie it became impor 
sivle for two peopie to count the whole that
